It also made ap- 
plication to the president for access 
to and use of soundings taken by Uie 
U. S. S. Nero, for ibe purpose or dis- 
covering a practicable route for 
-a 


Trans Pacific 
cable, 
the 
company 


urging thai with access to these sound- 
ings ii would complete its cable much 
sooner ihac if it were required to take 
soundings upon 
its own account. 


Pending consideration of this subject 
it appeared important and desirable 
to actach certain conditions to the 
permission u> examine and use 
the 


soundings, if it should be granted. 


la consequence of this .solicitation 


of the cable company, certain condi- 
tions were formulated, upon which 
the president was willing to allow ac- 
cess to these soundings and to eon- 
sent to the landing and laying of the 
cable, subject to any alterations or 
additions thereto imposed -by the con- 
gress. This was deemed proper es- 
pecially as it was clear that a cable 
connection or some kind with China, 
a foreign country, was a part of the 
company's .plan. This course 
was, 


moreover, in accordance with a line 
of precedents, including President 
Grant's action in the case of the first 
Franc-h caWe, explained to the con- 
gress in his Annual Message of De- 
cember, 1875, and the instance oc- 
curing in 1879 of the second French 
cable from* Brest to St_ Pierre, with a 
branch to Cape Cod'.' 


These conditions prescribe, among 


other things, a maximium rate for 
commercial messages and that the 
company should construct a line from 
the Philippine island's to China, there 
being a present, as is. well 
known, 


a British Idne from. Manila to Hong- 
Kong. 


The representatives of the 
cable 


company kept these conditions long 
under consideration, continuing, 
in 


the meantime, to prepare for laying 
the cable. They have, however, 
at 


length acced>ad to them, and an all- 
American lino bet-ween our Pacific 
roast an'd the Chinese Empire, by way 
of Honolulu and the 
Philippine Is- 


lands, is thus provided for, and is ex- 
pected' within a few (months to be 
ready for business. 


Among the conditions is one re- 


serving the power of the congress to 
modify or repeal any or alj.< of them.

and twenty-sixth anniversary of the 
declaration 
of 
our 
independence, 


peace and1 amnesty were promulgated 
jn the Philippine Islands-. Some trou- 
ble has since 
from time to time 


threatened! with 
the 
Mohammedan 


Moros. but .with the late insurrection- 
ary Filipinos the war has: entirely 
ceased. Civil government has now 
beun introduced. Not only d.oes each 
Filipino enjoy suc'h rights to Mfe, lib- 
erty, ana tb.,a pursuit of happiness as 
he has never before known during the 
recorded 'history of the islands, 
but 


the people taken as a whole1 now an- 
joy a measure 
of 
self-government 


greater than that granted to any oth- 
er Orientals by any foreign power and 
greater than that enjoyed 'by any oth- 
er Orientals under their own govern- 
ments, save the Japanese alone. We 
have not gone too far in granting 
these rights of liberty and- self-gov- 
ernment; but we have certainly gone 
to, the limit that in- the interests of 
the Philippine people themselves it 
was wise or just to go. To hurry mat 
ters, to go faster than we are now 
going, would entail calamity on the 
people of the islands. No policy ever 
entered into by the American people 
.has vindicated itself in more signal 
jnfl.E<ner than tifoe policy of holding the 
Prnlvip pines. The triumph! of our arms, 
above all the triumph of oiir laws 
md principles, has come sooner than 
wo tod any right to expect. Too much 
$rai.,3 oani not be given to the army 
(or what it has done in the Philippines, 
.tooth in warfare and from an admin- 
istrative standpoint to preparing the 
•way 
for 
civil 
government; 
and 


similar credit belongs to the civil au- 
thorities' for the 'way' in. which they 
have planted the seeds of self gov- 
ernment to the ground thus 
made 


ready for them. The courage, the un- 
flinching endurance, the high soldier- 
Jy efficiency, and the general 
kind- 


heartedness and 
humanity of 
our 


troops have been1 strikingly manifest- 
ed. There now remain, only some fif- 
teen thousand troops- in the islands. 
All told, over one hundred thousand 
have been sent there. Of course, there 
frave been individual 
instances 
of 


wi onsdblng fimong 
them. 
They 


warred' under fearful difficulties of cli- 
mate and surroundings; and under the 
•train of the 
terrible provocations 


'Which they eonUniually received from 
th ei r foes, occasional 1 n stances of cruel 
retaliation occurred. Every effort has 
ibaen made to prevent such cruelties, 
and Anally these efforts have been 
completely successful, 
Kvwy effort 


has algo bef^ marte to detect and pun- 
lib the wron»d>»«*». After making all ( 


allowance for these misdeeds, it re- 
mains, true that few indeed have been 
the instances in -which war has been 
waged by a civilized power against 
semicivilized 
or 
barbarous 
forces 


where there has been so liule wrong- 
doing by the victors as In the Philip- 
pine Islacda On the other hand, the 
amount o/ mfflcuU. 
Lapouam 
,and 


beneficent work which has been done 
^ well-nigh jncalcu^alUe. 


Taking the work of the Army and 


the civil authorities together, it may 
be questioned whether anywhere else 
in modern times the world has s*xn a 
better example of real constructive 
-,;atestnansbip than our people have 
given in the Philippine Islands. High 
] praise should also be given those 


I Filipinos, in the aggregate very num- 
ierous, who have accepted 
the new 


conditions and joined with our repre- 
jsentauves to work with hearty good 
will for the welfare of the islands. 


The army has been reduced to the 


man-Imcm aKoweJ by la-w. It is very 
small for the size of the nation, and 
most certainly should be kept at the 
haghest point of efficiency. Tine senior 


I officers are given scant fiance under 
; ordinary conditions to exercise com- 
mands commensurate with their rank, 
under circumstances 
which 
would 


ht them to do their duty in time of 
actual war. A system of maneuveiing 
our army in bodies of some little size 
has been begun and should be steadily 
continued. Without such maneuvers it 
Is folly to expect that in the event cf 
hostilities with any serious foe even 
a small array corps could be handled 
Lo advantage. Both our officers 
and 


enlisted men aie such that we can 
take hearty pride in them. No better 
material can be found. But they mui-t 
be thoroughly trained, both as individ- 
uals and' in the mass. The marksman- 
ship of the men must receive special 
attention. In the 
circumstance of 


incd-ern wartare the man must 
act 


:ar more on hist individual responsi- 
bility than ever before, and the 'high 
individual efficiency of the unit is of 
the utmost importance. Formerly this 
unit was the regiment; it is now not 
Lhe regiment, not even the troop or 
••onnpany; it is the individual >soldier. 
Every effort must 'be made to develop 
every 
workmanlike 
and soldierly 


quality in both the officer and the en- 
Jsted man. 


I urgently call your attention to the 


need of passing a bill providing for a 
general staff and for the reorganiza- 
tion, of the supply departments on the 
lines of the bill proposed1 by the sec- 
retary of war last year. 
When the 


young officers enter the army from 
West Point they probably stand above 
their compeers in! any other military 
service. Every effort should be made, 
yy training, by reward 
of merit, by 


scrutiny into their careers and capac- 
ity, to keep them of the same high 
relative excellence throughout their 
careers. 


The measure providing for the reor- 


ganization of ths mi'litia system and 
for seeming the highest efficiency in 
the National Guard, which has already 
passed the 
House, 
should 
receive 


prompt attention and action. It is of 
sreat importance that the relation of 
the National Guard to the militia and 
volunteer forces of tho United States 
shc-uld be denned, and that in place of 
our present obsolete law a practical 
and efficient system should be adopt- 
ed. 


Provision should be made to enable 


the secretary of war to keep cavalry 
ind artillery horses, worn-out in long 
performance of duty. 
Such 
horses 


r'etch but a trifle 
when -sold; 
and 


rather than turn 
thorn 
out to the 


p.iiis^ry awaiting them when thus dis- 
posed of, it would be better to em- 
ploy them at light work arounid the 
pests ,an'd when necessary 
to. put 


them painlessly to death. 


For the first time in our 
history 


naval maneuvers on a large scale are 
being- held1 under the immediate com- 
mand' of the adimlral of the 
navy. 


Constantly increasing attention is1 be- 
ins paid to the gunnery of the navy, 
but it is1 yet far from what it should 
be. I earnestly urge that the increase 
asked for by the secretory of the navy 
in the appropriation for improving the 
markmamship be granted. la battle the 
only shots1 tnat count are the shots 
that hit. It is necessary to provide 
ample funds for practice 
.with 
the 


great guns in time of peace. These 
funds must provide not only for the 
purcbasie of projectiles., but for allow- 
ances for prizes to encourage the gun 
crews, and especially the gun pointers, 
ar.d for perfoctlng an intelligent sys- 
tem under which alone it Is possible 
to get good practice. 


There should be no 
halt 
In the 


work of bulldiing up the navy, provid- 
ing every year 
addiitionaS 
fighting 


craft. Wo are a very rich country, 
vast in extent of territory and great 
In population; a country, .moreover, 
which has an airmy diminutive indeed 
when compared with that of any other 
first-class power. We have deliberate- 
ly made* our own certain foreign poli- 
cies which damand the possoa&ion of 
a. first-class navy. The Isthmian canal 
wfll greatly 'Increase the efficiency of 
our navy If thf navy Is of sufficient 
size; but If w4 have an inadequate 
navy, then the building of the canal 
would bo merely giving fc hostage to 


any power 01 superior strength. Tne 
Monroe Doctrine should be treated as 
the cardinal feature of American for- 
eign policy: but ii would 
k-> vvors^ 


than idle to assert it unless we iiwend- 
ej to back it up, and it can be backed 
up only by a thoroughly good navy. A 
£<>jj ::avy is not a provocative of war. 
It is ih-i surest guaranty of peace. 


Each individual unit of our navy 


should be the moss efficient of its kind 
as regards both material and person- 
nel tiat is to be fcund in the world. 1 
call your special attention to the need 
of providing for the manning of the 
ships. Serious trouble threatens us 5f 
we caa not do better than \/e are new 
d;>ing Si regards ^ecurlng the services 
of a sufficient number of the highest 
type of •sailonnen, of sea mechanics. 
The veteran seamen of our war ships 
a:e of as high a type as can be found 
in any navy which rides the waters of 
the world; they are 
unsurpassed in 


daring, in resolution, in readiness, in 
thorough knowledge of their proies- 
jica. They deserve every considera- 
tion that can, be shown them. 
But 


tho:c- are not ertuogh of them. It is no 
more possible to improvise a crew 
than it is possible to improvise a war- 
ship. To build the finest ship, with 
the deadliest battery, and to send rt 
afloat with a raw crew, no matter how 
brave they were individually, would 
be to insure disaster if a fee of aver- 
age capacity .were en-coumtered. Neith- 
er snips nor men can be improvised 
when war has begun. 


We need 
a 
thousand 
additional 


officers in order to properly unan the 
ships now provided 
for and 
under 


construction- 
The 
classes at 
the 


Xaval school at Ananpolis should be 
greatly erJargcJ. At .the same time 
that we- thus add tha officers where 
we need them, >we should facilitate the 
retirement of those at the head cf the 
list whose usefulness has1 become im- 
paired. Promotion must be fostered 
it the service is to be kept efficient. 


The lamentable scarcity of officers, 


ami the large number of recruits and 
of unskilled1 
men 
necessarily 
put 


aboard the new ve-scels- as they 'have 
been commissioned, has thrown upon 
->ur officers, and 
especially 
on the 


lieutenants and junior 
grades, 
un- 


usual labor aiid fatigue and has grave- 
ly strained their powers of endurance. 
Nor is there sign of any immediate 
let-up in this strain. It must continii 
for •some time longer, until imore of- 
ficers are graduated from Annapolis, 
and until the recruits become trained 
and skillful in their duties. In these 
difficulties incident upon the develop- 
ment of our war fleet the conduct of 
all our officers .has been creditable to 
the service, and the lieutenants and 
junior grades in particular hava dis- 
played an 
ability 
and a steadfast 


cheerfulnetss -which entitles them to 
the ungj-udgtog thanks 
of all who 


realize the disheartening 'rials and 
fatigues to which they are of neces- 
sity .subjected. 


There is not a cloud on the horizon 


at present .There seems 
not 
th-e 


slightest chance of trouble with a for- 
eign' power. We most earnestly hope 
that this, state of things 
may 
con- 


tinue; and the 'tray to insure its con- 
tinuance is to provide for a thorough- 
ly efficient navy. The refusal to main- 
tain such a navy would invite trouble, 
and. if trouble came would insure dis- 
aster. Fatuous 
self-complacency or 


vaniLty, crsnortieightedness'ln refusing 
to prepare for danger, is both foolish 
and wicked in such, a nation as ours; 
and past experience has shown that 
such fatuity in refusing to recognize 
or prepare for any crisis in advance 
Is usually succceeded by a mad panic 
of hysterical fear once the crisis, has 
actually arrived. 


The striking Increase in the reven- 


ues 
of the 
post-office 
department 


shows clearly the prosperity of our 
people and the increasing activity of 
the country. 


The receipts cf the post-office de- 


partment for the fiscal year ending 
June 30 last amounted to $121,848,- 
047.26, an increase of $10,216,853.87 
over the preceding year, the largest 
increase known in the 'history of the 
postal service. The magnitude of this 
increase will best appear fram. the fact 
that the entire postal receipts for the 
year 1860 amounted to but 
$8,518,- 


067.

Rural free delivery service is no 


longer in the experimental stage; it 
has- become a fixed policy. The results 
following its introduction have fully 
justified the congress in the large ap- 
propriations made for its -establish- 
ment and1 extension. 
The 
average 


yearly increase in post office receipts 
in; the rural districts of the country is 
about two per -cent. We are -now able, 
by actual reisulta, to show that where 
rural free delivery service has been 
established1 to such an extent as. to 
enable us to malift comparison® the 
yearly increase has been upward of 
ten per cent. 


On November 1, 1902. 11,650 rural 


free delivery routes had been estab- 
lished amd wore In operation, covering 
about one-third of the territory of the 
United States available for rural free 
delivery service. There are now awa.it-

It is justified both by the 
financial n-sults and by the practical 
b«jneiits to our rural population; it 
brings the nn-n who live on the soil 
jalo close relations with the active 
bu^iues? world; it kt*-ps the farmer 
in dally touch wnh the markets: it is 
a ]X)tential educational force; it en- 
hances the value of farm property, 
makes farm life far pleasant^r and 
less isolated, and 
will do 
much to 


check the uade&irable current from 
Country to city. 


It 3s to be hoped that the coagreis 


\\ III make liberal appropriations for 
the continuance of the service already 
established and for its further exten- 
sion. 


Fe-w subjects of more importance 


have been taken up by the congress 
in recvnt years than the inauguration 
01 the system, of nationally-aided irri- 
gation for the arid regions of the far 
West. A good beginning therein has 
been made. Now that this policy of 
national irrigation has been adopted 
the n<«d of thorough and scientific 
forest protection 
will 
grow 
more 


rapidly than ever throughout the pul- 
lic-land states. 


Legislation should be provided for 


the protection of the game, and the 
wild creatures generally, on 'the forest 
reserves. The senseless slaughter of 
game, which can by judicious pro- 
tection be permanently preserved on 
our national reserves for the people as 
a whole, shouW be stopped at once. 
It is, for instance, a serious 
count 


against our national good sense to 
permit the present practice cf butch- 
ering cff S"J2h a stately and beautiful 
creature as the elk for its antlers or 
tusks. 


So far as they are 
available for 


agriculture, ard to whatever extent 
[hey may be reclaimed under the na- 
tional irrigation law, 
the remaining 


public lands should be held rigidly for 
the horao builder, the settler who lives 
on his land, and for no one else. In 
their actual use the dosert-land law, 
che timber and stone law, and the 
commutation clause of th-e homestead 
law have beea so perverted from the 
intention; with which they 
were en- 


acted as to permit the acquisition of 
largo areas of the public domain for 
other than actual settlers and the con- 
sequent 
prevention 
of 
settlement. 


Moreover 
the approaching exhaus- 


tion of the public ranges has1 of late 
led to much discussion, as to the best 
manner of u«1ng these public lands !n 
the West which are suitable chiefly or 
only for grazing. The 
sound 
and 


steady development of the West de- 
pends upon the building up of homes 
therein. MUCH ot our prosperity as a 
n'atkm has' been due to the operation 
of the homestead law. On the other 
hand, we sihould recognize the fact 
that in the grazing region the man 
who corresponds to the h'onieataader 
may be unabla to settle permanently 
if only allowed" 
to use 
the 
same 


amount of pasture land that his broth- 
er, the homesteader, is allowed to use 
of arable land. One htmdred and 'SJxty 
acres of fairly rich and welljwatere-d 
soil, or a much smaller amount of irri- 
l>lenty, whereas no one could get a 
plenty, whrreas no one could get a 
living from one hundred and elxty 
aicres of dry pasture land capable of 
supporting at the outside only one 
head' of cattle to every ten acres. In 
the past great tracts of the public do- 
main have been fenced! in .by persons 
having no title thereto, in, direct defi- 
ance of the law forbidding the main- 
tenance or construction of any such 
unlawful inclosure of 'puiblic land. For 
various reasons there has been little 
interference with such inclousres in 
the past, but ample notice has now 
been given the trespassers, a.ml all the 
resources at the commamd of the gov- 
arrumont will hereafter be used to put 
a stop to such trespassing. 


In view of the capital Importance of 


these matters, I commend them to the 
earnest consideration, of the congress, 
and if the congress fimls difficulty in 
dealing with them from lack of thor- 
oirgh iciuowledga of the 
subject, I 


recommend that provision be nnadie 
for a commission of experts specially 
to investigate and report 
upon the 


complicated questions Involved. 


I especially urge upon the congress 


the need, of wise legislation for Ailaska. 
Tt 4s not to our credit as a nation that 
Alaska, -whichi has been ours for tlwrty- 
five years, should stlH have as poor a 
system1 of laws as is the case. No coun- 
try has a more valuable posscston—hi 
mineral wealth In fisheries, furs, for- 
ests, amd also Ira land available for cer- 
tain kln'ds 'of farming nnd stocltgrow- 
hrg. It is a territory of great size and 
varied resources, well fitted to support 
a large permanent population. Alaska 
need® a good 'land law and such pro- 
vfslona for honrMtends nnd preemp- 
tions a® 'Will 
encourage permanent 


sottlcsment. We should shape logiata- 
tion with a view not to the exploiting 
and abandoning of the territory, but 
to the building up of home* therein. 
The land1 laws should be 
llboral In 


type, so as to hold out inducements 
to th«> actual trettlor whom wo mo^t 
dcslro to scd take posstMsvion of the 
country, Tho forpsta of Alaska »hou!d 
be protected, and, aa a secondary but

In portions of 
the Indian Territory the mixture of 
blood has gone on at the same time 
v.-ith progress in wealth and educa- 
tion, so that there are plenty ot men 
with varying degrees 
of purity of 


Indian blood wrfc are absolutely in- 
distinguishable in point of social, po- 
litical, and1 economic ability 
tlrorn 


their white associatea. Th^re 
are 


other tribes which have as yet made 
no perceptible advance toward suc-h 
equality. To try to force such tribes 
too fast is to prevent 
their going 


forward at all. Moreover, the tribes 
live under widely different conditions. 
Where a tribe has made considerable 
' advance and lives on fertile farming 
' soil it is possible to allot the members 
! lands in severalty much as is the case 


I with white settlers. There are other 
tribes where such a course is not de- 
i sirable. On fche arid prairie lands the 
effort should' be to induce the Indians 
to lead pastoral rather than agricul- 
tural lives, and to permit them to 
settle in villages rather than to force 
ohem into isolation.

The first and moat important step 


fcuwiard the absorption ot the Ind an 
is to teac4h him to earn

Their indus- 
tries may properly be diversified, and 
those who show special 
de-sire 
or 


adaptability for industrial or 
ovan 


commercial pursuits should be

couraged so far as practicable to fol- 
low out each his. own bent. 


Every effort should be made to de- 


velop the Indian along the lines of 
natural aptitude-, and to entourage 
the existing native industries pecul- 
iar to certain tribes, such as the var- 
ious.- kinds of basket weaving, canoe 
building, smith 
work 
and blanket 


work. Above all, the Indian boys ami 
^irls should be given confident com- 
mand 
of 
colloquial 
English, 
and 


should ordinarily be prepared for a 
vigoiousi struggle 'with the conditions 
under which their people live, rather 
than for Immediate absorption into 
some more highly developed commu- 
nity. 


The officials who represent the gov- 


ernment in1 dealing with the Indians 
work under hard conditions, ami al- 
so und'er conditions which render it 
easy to dio wrong and very difficult 
to Uecte-ct wrong. Consequently they 
should be amply paid 
on 
the one 


hand, and on the other hand a partic- 
ularly higih 
standard1 
of 
conduct 


should be demanded from thmi, and 
where misconduct -can be proved the 
punishment should .be exemplary. 


In no department of governmental 


work in recent years has there been 
greater success tha/n In that of giving 
scientific aid to the farming popula- 
tion, thereby showing them how most 
efficiently to help themselves. There 
ic' no neted of insisting upoii its im- 
portance, for the welfare of the farm- 
er is fundamentally necessary to the 
weltare of the republic as a whole. 
In addition to such work as quaran- 
tine against 
animal and vegetable 


plagues, and warring against them 
whon here introduced, much efficient 
help 'has been rendered to the farmer 
by the introduction 
of new

specially fitted for cultivation under

Naw cereals have been established In 
the semi-arid West. For instance, the 
practlibility of 
producing

sively demonstrated. Through tlw In- 
troduction of new rices 
In

English manufacturers prepared a me- j 
morial protesting against the proponed 1 
Increased duty on steel rails. Mr. Jay j 
Gould, then president of the Erie road, j 
.who was -one of the signers of the me- 
morial to the committees mentioned 
above, beiog requested to sign also the 
memorial of tbe English manufactur- 
ers, wrote to Abram S. Hewitt, Esq., 
Jan. 2C, 1870, saying, after referring 
to the last mentioned memorial: 


"It seems to roe that our policy shout J 


be to foster and encourage home prodiu-n 
rather than open our markets to such a 
formidable competition as would inevita- 
bly result from the reduction of duty HO 
strongly urged in the memorial." adding

Talking will not take it out. Neither, 
in our judgment, would the creation of 
a permanent tariff commission do this. 
Such a commission could not in the na- 
ture of things be nonpartisan. It would 
have to be bipartisan—thai Is to say, 
strictly partisan. If under a Cleveland 
administration, its majority would be 
hostile to protection; if under a MeKiu- 
ley administration, a protection major- 
ity would rule. 
Nonpartisansbip on 


the tariff question does not exist. Of 
what material, then, shall a nonpar- 
tisan tariff commission be composed"; 
Obviously there is no such material. It 
necessarily follows that we cannot 
have a nonpartisan tariff commission, 
ami therefore, equally as a matter of 
course, we cannot have a permanent 
tariff commission. 
Congress is not 


likely to abdicate its supremacy in tar- 
iff matters to any tariff commission, 
temporary or permanent. Reason why: 
The tariff is in politics. 
Tntil our 


neighbor the Commercial can discover 
some way of getting the tariff ovit of 
politics—aud it does not seem to be 
making much progess in that direction 
—there is small prospect that its dream 
of a permanent and nonpartisan tariff 
commission will be realized. To take 
the tariff out of politics is, none the 
less, "a consummation devoutly to be 
wished," because it would mean perma- 
nent protection. Any headway which 
the Commercial can make toward that 
end has our best wishes. 


Importing Iron. 


Foreign iron and steel are coming 


into this country in shiploads. Amer- 
ican mills are working to the limit of 
their capacity, and every mill band in 
condition to work is fulls* employed at 
higher wages than are paid in any 
other country in the world. Yet the 
American mills cannot supply the de- 
mands of the home market for their 
products. 


The foreign mills are working their 


hands longer hours and at less wages 
than our own, so that they are able to 
carry the goods across tho ocean and 
pay the duties levied on such importa- 
tions and yet find a profit in the busi- 
ness. 


This Is one of the Industries assailed 


by opponents of the tariff and concern- 
ing which the cry is raised that the 
"infant industry" ought to be made to 
shift for itself by removing the tariff 
which shields it. If foreign mills can 
now enter the American market, the 
stimulus afforded them by an easier 
entrance would be such as to speedily 
ruin the American market for our own 
workmen. 


The argument for tariff revision is 


hardly sounder in most other direc- 
tions than in this one.—Buffalo News. 


Delusive. 


Free trade as a remedy for trusts ia 


delusive, as is proved by the experi- 
ence of Britain, which is "plastered all 
over with trusts," as Mr. Blaine said a 
dozen years ago—and his words are 
even truer now. Free trade as a rem- 
edy for trusts is delusive, moreover, 
because some of the largest and richest 
American ''combines" already 
have 


free trade in their product. And, filial- 
ly, free trade as a remedy for the trust 
evil is delusive because, in tbe guise of 
encouraging 
competition, 
it 
would 


really destroy that competition—which 
is most important and desirable—that 
is the competition of relatively young 
but ambitious independent American 
producers. 


It Is a pity that the Idaho Republic- 


ans had not thought a little more on 
this trust question before their foolish 
platform was adopted. But Idaho and 
the other far western states generally 
are susceptible to enlightenment. They 
have been won over to sound views on 
the question of the currency. They can 
be won over to sound views of the tariff 
nnd the trust problem also. 
They 


only need to be set to thinking.—Bos- 
ton Journal. 


Protection Sentiment Gaining. 


Time was when our free trade phi- 


losophers of tho cast cherished tbe idea 
that the west would bren'k away from 
New England, New York and Penn- 
sylvania on this issue. 
They tried 


their best to convince the western 
farmers that they had no Interest 
whatever in the protective system. 
But this hope has proved delusive. 
Michigan and Nebraska are as stalwart 
In their protectionism as Massachu- 
setts. 
And even the south, long the 


fnx> trade stronghold in America, now 
show signs of returning to the eco- 
nomic faith of Washington and Jeffer- 
son,—Boston Journal.

At auy rate, it 
becomes plain that for all except the 
very isolated and the very wealthy 
there must be ere long radical changes 
in household operations. The Increas- 
ing difficulty of obtaining girls willing 
to do domestic labor makes these in- 
evitable. 


A recent co-operative cookery ven- 


ture has been made at Decatnr. Mich. 
This differed from others In the fact 
that it was men instead of women who 
first proposed it and who advocated it 
most warmly. The ladies came in a 
little later. For men and women to 
work together is good for both. The 
groundwork of the plan -was similar

to those already in operation—a central 
kitchen and dining room where neigh- 
borly families met and took their meals 
in common, families having little ta- 
bles to themselves. 


Mr. L, G. Stewart, a merchant origi- 


nated the co-operative cookery idea at 
Decatur. He told his thought to the 
postmaster, Mr. White, and they con- 
ferrq^ with the local editor, Mr. A. L. 
Moulton, and others. Mr. Stewart's 
first thought had been to provide a 
noon luncheon for business men who 
did not have time to go home. On this 
scheme the enterprise was begun and 
afterward enlarged. 
A vacant shop 


building was found which would con- 
tain the kitchen and dining room, nnd 
operations were begun. Presently twen- 
ty-five families joined the organization 
and 100 persons were taking their 
meals in tbe common dining room. 
Two cooks did most of the work. 


An executive committee of five, com- 


posed of men and women, managed the 
affair for thirty days, at the end of 
which time another five were chosen, 
and so on. This method gives oppor- 
tunity for experience to all, institutes a 
friendly rivalry nnd prevents methods 
and menu from running into ruts. The 
cost of meals is astonishingly low. The 
first week it averaged 12Vi cents, the 
second week 10. A specimen menu 
shows that the co-operators are quito 
up to date in the modern hygienic 
scheme of avoiding meat and other 
heavy foods for breakfast. The sam- 
ple breakfast bill of fare includes eggs, 
a cereal preparation, fried potatoes, 
cookies or doughnuts and coffee or 
chocolate. 


Por dinner the co-operative menu in- 


cludes two kinds of meat, two kinds 
of vegetables and bread, two desserts, 
all Inviting to the palate. The first re- 
sult noted was that the same food cost 
less under the co-operative plan than 
when it was bought and cooked in 
each separate family kitchen. 
Two 


cooks and one fire served for all. 
It 


was, besides, possible to buy supplies . 
at wholesale rates. There was another 
advantage that a woman appreciates 
better than anybody else. It was that 
of not having so much cold roast left 
over. 
In the small family this be- 


comes a nightmare to tbe economical 
housekeeper. 
She uses it cold for 


luncheon, she makes a stew of it for 
dinner and frequently hashes it over 
for breakfast, and yet it remains. But 
with the co-operative dining system 
oven n large roast may be disposed of. 
A gront advantage likewise of the com- 
mon kitchen and dining room system Is 
the amount of time nnd annoyance that 
are saved to the honiemaker herself. 
She has leisure to look after her cBIl- 
dren and to cultivate her mind. 


The Decntiir co-operative dining room 


was a pretty one from the beginning. 
Kach family brought its silverware, 
nnd they took turns in furnishing tho 
table linen. Each lady took pains to 
makp hor own table sightly with a 
vase of flowers in the center. 
In an- 


other wny such n plan would work 
well. That carelessness na to hair nnd 
nttlre which oven some good women 
permit lliomselvos to slump Into at 
nienls In tho presence of only their 
own husbands nnd children would not 
for n moment bo Indulged In nt the oo- 
oporntht- dining room, nnd In thnt ro- 
fcpect it would bo n clear blessing.

The tail feathers grow at the rate of 1 


from four to seven Inches a month ami 
continue at this rate for two years. 
After that period they increase very 
slightly, although there is really an 
Increase in length so long as the bird 
lives, which is usually eight or ten 
years. The hens sit on a flat perch all 
day and are not allowed to move about. 
Once in two days they are taken for a 
walk for half an hour, attended by a 
man who holds up the tail so that tho 
feather shall not be soiled or injured. 
The tail 
feathers are occasionally 


washed, the bird being placed on the 
roof of a hut that the feathers may 
dry. 
The hens lay about thirty eggs 


during the summer and autumn, which 
are hatched by other birds.

The convention of ISTo 
proposed 


thirteen amendments to the constitu- 
tion. All but two of these were adopt- 
ed. 
These were the two striking out 


i the word "Protestant" from the Bill 
of Rights, and the prohibiting the re- 
moval cf officeis for political reason. 


This question of making Article VI. 


non-sectarian was again proposed to 
the voters cf the state in 1SS9. This 
time 27,737 voted to remove the offen- 
sive adjective, and 20,046 voted to re- 
tain it; failing to receive the two 
thirds necessary for its rejection, the 
law etill stands. One might look for 
twenty men in a state of this size 
who would refuse one third 
of her 


citizens equality before the law. but 
ere would hardly expect to find 20,000 
such. Yet this is the case, 
and the 


power to ''authorize the appointment 
and aiamtenance of Prostestant teach- 
ers of piety, religion and 
morality," 


stanu= as it was adopted in 1792 from 
an old statute of the laws of Queen 
Anne. 


We have no doubt 
that 
all fair- 


minded men in New Hampshire are 
ashamed ot such a blot on our state's 
history, and can only apologize for it 
by attributing it to the narrow intol- 
erant spirit of the times. It remains 


TO 'be seen whether our descendants 
in the years to come will have to of- 
fer the same excuse for the conven- 
tion cf 1902, should its members allow 
the law to remain untouched. 


Only one excuse is left. It •will be 


said that the law is 
inoperative. It 


ie surely a poor excuse for an insult 
to say that it is not intended because 
the consequences' it implies cannot lie 
carried out. Practically it makes no 
difference to Catholics whether this 
absurd provision of the law remains 
upon our statute books or not. Per- 
sonally we will not raise a finger to 
have it removed. We need no justifi- 
cation, nor have \ve to prove that we 
are as good American citizens as any 
within our borders. Let 
those who 


have sullied the face of our state with 
this law, look to it. Let them remove 
the stain. It is no contention of ours. 
We only watch to see if now. at last, 
New Hampshire -will wash her face.
